By Roosevelt to 
Call Out Militia 


WASHINGTON, July 29,(AP). 


okey text of President Roosevelt's 
letter, sent to the Senate today, 
asking Congress to grant him au- 
thority to order the National Guard 
and the Officers’ Reserve Corps 
into active training, follows: 


The increasing seriousness of the 
international situation demands 
that every element of our national 
defense structure be brought as 
rapidly as possible to the highest 
state of efficiency, in training as 
ty as in equipment and mate- 
rial. 


The National Guard of the United 
States, an integral and vital part 
of the army, comprises a body of 
men who have voluntarily assumed 
an obilgation to serve the nation 
in any crisis. To the extent pos- 
sible under normal conditions, the 
officers and men of the National 
Guard have prepared themselves 
for this service, and I am assured 
that today the Guard has reached 
the highest state of efficiency in 
its peacetime history. 


The developments of modern war- 
fare are such, however, that only 
seasoned and highly-trained troops 
can hope for success in combat. 
Our citizen soldiery, no matter how 
willing and earnest, cannot pos- 
sibly attain the necessary degree of 
efficienecy through their normal 
training activities. Even our pro- 
fessional soldiers required months 
of intensive training to bring them 
to their present satisfactory state. 
We know too well the tragedy that 
ensues when inadequately trained 
men are assailed by a more skillful 
adversary. 


“Men Have Right to Training.” 


Some weeks ago I asked the 
Congress for authority to order the 
National Guard into active service 
should an emergency, require this 
action when your body was not in 
session. That proposal is no longer 
sufficient, as I am now convinced 
that the security of the nation de- 
mands that this component of 
our army be brought to the highest 
possible state of training efficiency 
more rapidly than its present pro- 
gram permits. Moreover, this group 
of men who of necessity. must be 
among the first to fight in the na- 
tion’s defense have a right to the 
best preparation that time and 
circumstance permit. 


Realizing as I do the personal 
sacrifice that a period of extended 
active duty demands of the Nation- 
al Guard, I havé deferred until now 
any request for immediate action 
in this respect. I cannot, with clear 
conscience, longer postpone this vi- 
tally essential step in our progress 
toward adequate preparedness, and 
I am therefore transmitting here- 
with legislation that, if enacted, 
will enable me to order the Na- 
tional Guard of the United States 
to active service for such period 
of intensive training as may be 
necessary to raise its efficiency to

“Our Work Is Finished,” 
He Says After Peace 
"Commission Approves 
Draft in Early Morning. 


HAVANA, July 29 (AP). — The 
conference of American Foreign 
Ministers in plenary session was 
expected to adopt today without a 
dissenting vote the American re- 
publics’ doctrine of defense 
against the tiansfer, by conquest or 
other means, of European-held pos- 
sessions in the Western Hemi- 
sphere to any non-American Power. 

The session was scheduled for 4 
p. m. St. Louis time. 

Final committee action on a 
project expected by observers here 
to take its place in history along- 
side the Monroe Doctrine was com- 
pleted early this morning, when the 
Peace Commission of the confer- 


ence approved the draft of the con- 
vention covering the legal phase of 
the plan. 


What Plan Provides. 


The plan itself, embodied in a 
draft resolution called the Act of 
Havana, provides that the Ameri- 
can republics may establish “re- 
gions of provisional administration” 
in any areas now held by non- 
American nations which “are in 
danger of becoming the subject- 
matter of exchange of territories 
or sovereignty.” 

Such administration, which may 
be put into cffect by any one or 
any group of the American nations 
if.the emergency is too great to 
permit consultation among all 21 
members, would be established only 
on the understanding that when 
the emergency passed, affected re- 
gions would be returned to their 
original status or organized into 
autondmous territories, 

Successful drafting of the Act of 
Hanava, and the companion con- 
vention was regarded as a consider- 
able personal triumph for United 
States Secretary of State Hull. 

Hull, when he left the commis 
sion room shortly after midnight, 
obviously was pleased at having 
finished the tedious task of phras- 
ing the possessions project to every- 
one’s satisfaction. 

“I am giad to say that our work 
is finished and our docket is 
cleared,” he said. 

Colombia allowed quick action 
about midnight when it withdrew 
an amendment it -had submitted 
to the commission yesterday after- 
noon on details of the administra- 
tion of protectorates over European 
possessions in the Americas. Lopez 
de Mesa, chief of the Colombian 
delegation, said it was withdrawn 
to speed final action. 


“Grave Menace” of Aggression. 


The Act of Havana, noting that 
conquest of European-held posses- 
sions in the Americas may be at- 
tempted “as a result of the present 
European war” and thus may im- 
peril “the essence and form of 
American institutions” and that in- 
ter-American solidarity “demands 
a policy of vigilance and defense,” 
points to the “grave menace” of 
these colonies’ becoming “strategic 
centers of aggression against the 
American continent.” 

It then declares> 

“When American islands or areas 
at present held by non-American 
nations are in danger of becoming 
the subject-matter of exchange of 
territories or sovereignty, the 
American republics . . . may estab- 
lish regions of provisional admin- 
istration.” 

Such. administration would be 
“exercised with the dual purpose 
of contributing to the safety and 
defense of the continent and for 
the economic, political and social 
benefit of the said areas.”

Arrest of Other Britons. 


The foreign office disclosed that 
arrests of 11 Britons Saturday were 
made by military police under the 
direction of prosecutors “as the 
first step” against an alleged “Brit- 
ish espionage network covering the 
entire country.”

U. S. Plans Planes 3 Times as Big Z 
As Present Huge 4-Motor Bombers 


WASHINGTON, July 29 (AP).— 
The Army Air Corps disclosed to- 
day that it was planning for future 
airplanes three times as large as its 
present huge four motor bombers. 

Such planes, each big enough to 
fill a football field and as high as 
a two-story building, may not be 
flying for another five or 10 years, 
but aeronautical engineexs said 
they would be practical. 

“The bigger you build them the 
more efficient they are,” one en- 
gineer said. 

The Air Corps now is completing 
at Wright Field, Dayton, O., a pow- 
er plant laboratory designed to test 
motors up to 8000 horsepower, us- 
ing propellors 40 feet in diameter. 

The largest present twin-row air- 
cooled engines develop a maximum 
of 2000 horsepower, and the average 
automobile motor rates less than 
100 horsepower. The largest pro- 
peller blades now in use on large 
bombers or transport airplanes are 
about 16 feet in diameter. 

Five years ago the absolute lim- 
it in engine power was believed to 
be about 500 horsepower, but the 
figure went steadily up to the pres- 
ent 2000 horsepower. 

Within the last year engineers 
and scientists of the National Ad- 
visory Committee for Aeronautics 
at Langley Field, Va., tripled that 
power output merely by a super- 


‘cooling arrangement of the fins on| 


the jacket of a motor cylinder. 
The faster heat is carried away 
from the cylinder, the more power 
can be developed. 

The largest planes flying today 
are land and sea ships weighing 
a maximum of 50 tons. They are 
capable of flying 2000 miles at a 
cruising speed of 130 miles an hour. 

Pan-American Airways recently 
asked for designs for 65-ton planes 
capable of flying across the Atlan- 
tic Ocean and back without stop- 
ping. Three aircraft manufactur- 
ing companies immediately agreed 
to submit proposals. 

Private aeronautical engineers 
said the size of the airplane of to- 
morrow was limited only by the 
strength of the materials in the 
cantilever wings, which®are built 
like a steel bridge. 

They envisioned the 150-ton air- 
plane as a “flying wing” without 
tail assembly or fuselage, guided 
by wing-tip rudders and elevators, 
with engines mounted inside and 
driving pusher propellers on the 
rear edge of the wing. It would 
be large enough for passenger cab- 
ins and accommodations. 

Equipped for military purposes, 
such planes would be able to car- 
ry more than five tons of bombs 
from American shores to European 
cities, from Alaska to Japan, or 
similar distances, drop the bombs, 
and return without stopping.

WO German seaplanes which 

were marked with a medical 

red cross and which the Air 
Ministry accused Germany of 
using for “valuable reconnais- 
sances” and for general commu- 
nications work, were shot down 
off the British coast by British 
fighters. yesterday, it was re- 
ported tonight. 

The Ministry said that Ger- 
man seaplanes painted white 
and marked with the red cross 
had been observed “for some 
time” flying over British con- 
voys within a few miles of the 
British coast and that earlier 
this month two machines of this 
type were forced down and 
their crews taken prisoner.

72,750 TONS OF SHIPS SUNK 
BY SUBMARINES, NAZIS 


BERLIN, July 28 (AP). — Re- 
peated German submarine raids on 
British shipping were reported by 
the high command today in a re- 
capitulation showing 72,750 tons re- 
cently sunk. 

In widespread air fighting over 


both German and British territory 
yesterday, its communique said, 
British planes failed to hit any mil- 
itary targets, and suffered 11 losses 
to two for Germany.

TALKS DUE TO BEGIN 
WITHOUT DELAY 


BUDAPEST, July 29 (AP),—In- 
formed persons said last night

Hungary and the latter with Bul 
garia, had been laid down by Ger- 
many at the conferences of Balkan 
diplomats at Salzburg, but that the 
affected countries were left to work 
out details “in a manner which 
will make lasting peace possible in 
Southeastern Europe.”

BALKANS LINED UP 
AS AXIS’ PRESERVES 


BERLIN, July 29 (AP).—Authori-

extinguished or essentially affect- 
ed, or the government suffers 
acephalism (becomes headless), 
generating peril for the peace of 


That the American republics re- 
serve the right to judge through 
their respective organs of govern- 
ment if some transfer or intent 
to transfer sovereignty, jurisdic- 
tion, cession or incorporation of 
geographical regions in America 
owned by European countries until 
September 1, 1939, may impair their 
political independence even though 
there has been no formal trans- 
fer or change in the status of the 
regions; 

Unforeseen Cases. 

That for this reason it is neces- 
sary to establish for unforeseen 
cases as for any other which may 
produce acephalism of the govern- 
ment in the said regions a regime 
of provisional administration, while 
arriving at the objective for free 
determination of the peoples; 

That the American republics, as 
an international community which 
acts integrally and forcefully, sup- 
porting itself on political and jurid- 
ical principles which have been

Paris Bourse Expected to Reopen. 


VICHY, France, July 29 (AP).— 
The Paris Bourse is expected to re- 


open tomorrow, an official said to- 
day. 
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announced that 77 German airmen 

had been captured in the last four 

days of savage Nazi assaults, 
Air Filled With Planes. 

“With 30 Junkers 87 dive-bomb- 
ers, protected by 50 Messerschmitts, 
the Nazis attempted a _ surprise 
harbor attack,” the communique 
related. “Strong formations of 
Spitfires and Hurricanes of the 
R. A. F. fighter command swept 
up into the sky to meet the raiders. 
Within a few minutes the air was 
filled with battling aircraft. 

“The British fighter pilots so 
harassed the Nazi airmen that their 
bombing aim was spoiled. Before 
they made off for home, eight of 
the Junkers bombers and seven 
Messerschmitts had been shot down 
into the sea. 

“Several thousand feet above the 
enemy bombers, which were flying 
in two waves, were layers of circ 
ling Messerschmitts. Spitfires and 
Hurricanes attacked both the bomb- 
ers and fighters. 

“Spitfires of one squrdron de- 
stroyed four Messerschmitts and 
one bomber. Their success was 
equaled by pilots of a Hurricane 
squadron, who shot down four 
bombers and one fighter. 

Junkers Falls After Explosion. 

“The flight Lieutenant in this 
squadron reported after his attack 
that a Junkers blew up in mid-air 
and bellied to the sea in flames. He 
then attacked a second Junkers 
from astern and saw his machine 
gun bullets enter the enemy’s fuse- 
lage.

Youth and the Selective Draft 


Conscription is approved by group as necessary method of organ- 
izing citizens in fundamental duty of defending their country; 
urges, however, that the country also do its duty by providing full 
opportunity for youth; sees economic justice as best basis of loyalty. 


From a Statement by Qwen D. Young, Chairman of the American Youth Commission, 


to the House Committee on Military Affairs. 


HE American people feel it necessary 
for their protection to expand greatly 
| the size of the armed forces. They de- 
‘sire this expansion to be carried out with 
all feasible speed. The only way in which 
this can be done quickly enough is through 
adoption of some form of the selective serv- 
ice draft. This commission has therefore 
become convinced that legislation along the 
general lines now proposed is necessary. 

One of the major reasons for resorting to 
the selective service draft is to avoid con- 
‘centrating military service among the un- 
employed boys of 18 to 22 who are most will- 
ing to volunteer. 

A close check should be maintained by 
Congress on the total number of men called 
‘into service under any legislation that may 
‘be enacted. The number called should be 
|limited strictly to those needed for military 
‘reasons. Althotugh military training may 
have certain values as preparation for citi- 
zenship, the commission is opposed to uni- 
versal military training unless nothing less 
will meet our military needs. 

There must be the utmost effort to secure 
|impartiality and the absence of unfair dis- 
crimination in the operation of any system 
of selection. .In particular, any tendency to 
‘select disproportionately from among the 
unemployed should be vigorously opposed. 
Their obligation to assist in the common 
| defense is no greater than that of other per- 
\sons. Racial discrimination should also be 


| prevented. 
| . 


| In view of the increasing mechanization 
of the military services, many new skills 
are needed and the problem of making the 
best assignments of duties is becoming in- 
creasingly complex. The most modern meth- 
ods of personnel examination and classifica- 
tion should therefore be utilized so far as 
‘feasible to facilitate the assignment and 


‘training of each man for the duties to’ 


which he is best suited and in which he can 
be most useful. 

There should be substantial opportunities 

for promotion, not only to non-commis- 
sioned rank but also to officer status. 
The fundamental basis for any system of 
compulsory military service must be found 
‘in the doctrine of the reciprocal obligations 
of the citizen and ‘the state. The citizen 
has the obligation to serve in the common 
defense in time of need. This is an ele- 
'Mentary duty of citizenship, older than civ- 
ilization, and not absent from any form of 
Organized government, democratic or other- 
‘wise. It is a universal responsibility, al- 
though one which may be discharged in 
more than one way. 

Selective compulsory military service is a 
very serious undertaking. It amounts to 
setting apart a certain group of our young 
/men who will be trained to kill and to take 
ithe risk of being killed in order that the 
democratic community of free people may 
continue to exist. When the obligation of 
the citizen to the state is thus carried to 
the utmost extreme of duty that can be 
asked of him, it is imperative for all of us 
to re-examine the extent to which the state 
|is carrying out its obligations toward the 
| citizen. ~ 
| The concern of the American Youth Com- 
mission is for youth, for it is youth who will 
bear most of the burden of selective com- 
pulsory military service, even though all 
feasible steps are taken to spread the bur- 
‘den. In all conscience, therefore, it would

CENTRAL TRADES UNION 
WON'T BACK ANDERSON 


Supports Union President’s 
Challenge to Indorsement of 
Congressman by Green. 


Delegates to the Central Trades 
& Labor Union, meeting yester- 
day, concurred in an exception to 
a request by Wiiliam Green, pres- 
ident. of the American Federation 
of Labor, that the Central Trades 
indorse Congressman C. Arthur 
Anderson for re-election. 

Green’s letter, received last 
week, urging the indorsement of 
Anderson, and the reply of Joseph 
P. Clark, president of the Central 


Trades, citing the past labor rec- 
ord of Congressman Anderson and 
asking the AFL head why he had 
not indorsed candidates favorable 
to’ labor, were read at the meet- 
ing. 

A motion declaring that Clark’s 
challenge of the Anderson indorse- 
ment represented the sentiment of 
the Central Trades was unani- 
mously adopted, following a vehe- 
ment attack on Anderson and some 
of Green’s “surprising stands” by 
Martin Dillmon, labor editor. A 
resolution calling on’ Green and 
John L. Lewis, president of the 
CIO, to resign in the interest of 
labor harmnony, was turned down 
by the Resolutions Committee as 
impractical. 

Dillmon asserted that “organ- 
ized labor has turned thumbs down 
on Anderson,” and quoted the Con- 
gressman as having stated, “I am 
tortured constantly by resolutions 
from labor unions asking me to vote 
for this bill and against that bill.”

TRIMMING THE HEDGE 


NYBODY can trim a hedge. 

Just get yourself a pair of 

shears and a stepladder, Place 
the stepladder next to the hedge 
and climb to the top with a gin- 
gerly tread. If the ladder sways it 
is because the ground is uneven. 
But you can’t change the contours 
of the earth. 

Throw your weight in such man- 
ner that you allow for the uneven- 
ness of the ground. If the ladder 
continues to sway it is because you 
have not thrown your weight in 
the right manner. Lean toward 
the hedge so that if the ladder slips 
from under you you will fall into 
the hedge, thus breaking your fall 
rather than an arm or a leg. 


Lose no time in snipping the top 
of the hedge. The difficulty here is 
that every time you reach out witn 
the shears you throw your body and 
the stepladder out of balance, and 
have to revise your calculations for 
each snip. The area within reach 
will prove to be small. 


When you have completed one 
area, descend from the stepladder, 
move it forward a foot and repeat 
the operation on the next area. This 
means that if you are clipping a 
hedge thirty feet long you will 
ascend and descend the ladder 30 
times. Every hedge-trimmer should 
aim for a perfect score, for a fall 
from a ladder on the twenty-eighth 
ascent is quite as disastrous as one 
from the second or third. 

Members of the family are not of 
much assistance, for holding a step- 


ladder bores them. They feel their 
duty is done when they stand at a 
distance and shout periodically: 
“Do be careful!” 

Once you have trimmed a hedge 
the conventional way you may con- 
clude that you would do well to 
procure a donkey to stand on, 
Donkeys are said to be surefooted. 


And surely anything is more sure- - 


footed than a stepladder on uneven 
ground.

While at Camp

T is often remembered that the 

modern habit of sending boys 

and girls to camp in  iarge 
groups would probably not have 
been feasible or advisable 50 years 
ago. The object of camp life is 
primarily health. Modern sanita- 
tion and preventive medicine have 
made such gatherings really safe 
from the health viewpoint. We 
wonder why nobody thought of 
them in our grandfather's time, 
but, in our grandfather’s time, 
camping concentrations would 
have been hazardous, not healthy. 

The greatest single danger that 
has been eliminated is typhoid 
fever. The experience of American 
troops in camp concentrations dur- 
ing the Spanish-American War 
with the frightful incidence of 
typhoid followed by the experience 
of the British Army in the Boer 
war in preventing it by individual 
inoculation showed the way to 
safety from this ancient curse, and 
that was only 40 years ago. Every 
child that goes to camp should 
have a preventive typhoid inocu- 
lation. It’s true it often spoils sev- 
eral days of vacation with a slight 
fever or sore arm, but it can be 
done long before camp starts. The 
same may be said of diphtheria 
prevention. 

The nature of the water supply 
will be investigated by any experi- 
enced camp director. If the camp 
secures its water supply from a 
city or village reservoir that is 
subject to frequent inspection, all 
well and good. Some camps own 
their own water shed, and can 
police it. If there is any question 
about the water supply, chlorina- 
tion is done. 

The disposal of sewage, if trunk 
line sewers are not available, can 
be accomplished by septic tanks. 
Showers, regular bath equipment 
at camps are more sanitary than 
tubs. 

Milk supply must also be investi- 
gated. Most of the diseases of 
children in the summer 40 years 
ago were from milk. It sounds 
fine to say a camp has its own dairy 
herd, but unless this is carefully 
inspected it is a source of danger. 
Milk should never be delivered to 
camp in bulk—in cans. Nothing 
larger than quart bottles. 

The more separation of camp- 
ers’ sleeping quarters the better. 
When soldiers were herded in 
large barracks, during the last 
World War, contagious diseases 
broke out. When they were put in 
smaller sleeping quarters or tents 
this was reduced. 

The preliminary physical exam- 
ination to see whether the camper 
is fit for all the strenuous activ- 
ities of camp is also a protection. 

One of the great benefits of 
camp life is to correct capricious 
appetites. The emphasis on vege- 
tables, milk, fruits and the elimi- 
nation of an overabundance of 
sweets makes for the building of 
strong, hard bodies and the loss 
of softness. 

Another good effect of camp in 
many cases is to get the child away 
from its dependent home atmos- 
phere and put it on its own. Those 
possessive parents who spend their 
vacation near the camp so they 
can “see how the child is getting 
along,” are spoiling the good effect 
of camping as much as those who 
bootleg candy and cake to their 
darlings.

Love Thy Neighbor?--Not in Hollywood 


Since Arrival of Sound, Movie Studios Can Keep Folks Next Door Quiet—If They'll Pay For It

HOLLYWOOD, July 29. 
Fey. Since “quiet!” becafhe the 
cry of shooting activities on 
the Hollywood front, movie mak- 
ers haven’t had the slightest desire 
to sing “Love Thy Neighbor.” 

Frankly, Hollywood has little use 
for its neighbors. Most of them, 
Since the arrival of sound, have 
turned into avaricious souls not 
averse to a petty fling at chiseling 
and blackmail. The folks next door 
will let it be quiet—only so long 
as they're paid for it. 

One day last week a major com- 
pany was trying to shoot an out- 
door scene on its five-acre back 
lot. For two hours the sun lurked 
behind heavy clouds. keeping a 
troupe of 500 idle. When the sun 
did finally break through and the 
outfit was galvanized into action 
something else happened. An old 
gentleman appeared on the upper 
porch of a dilapidated dwelling 
backed against the studio’s bound- 
ary fence and casually began dis- 
turbing the air with the shrill 
Screechings of a clarinet. 

Of course, everything stopped 
cold. Soft-voiced hero and heroine 
couldn’t compete against that sort 
of mike disturbance. The sound 
mixer tore off his ear phones and 
called the front office. 

“The old buzzard is out there 
gumming things up again,” he ad- 
vised. “Better get so dy to 
pay off quick—this sun is fading 
fast.” 

The serenade continued 15 min- 
utes, then subsided abruptly when 
the studio’s payoff man arrived. A 
moment later the go-ahead signal 
was flashed from the front office. 

Every day this same lot is 
forced to dicker with blackmailing 
neighbors, who adopt all manner 
of din-making tactics, even to shout- 
ing and beating dish pans. Occa- 
sionally entire families join in cre- 
ating bedlam. Several times the 
Studio has had its uncongenial 
neighbors bound over for disturb- 
ing the peace, but they bounce 
right back. Cash in the palm is 
considered the only certain method 
of keeping up with schedules.

OCATION holdups are many for 
tne same petty reasons. Farm- 

ers in the proximity of a shoot- 
ing company aren't slow to realize 
the necessity for silence. They'll 
neglect their soil-tilling any time to 
cash in on the big shots from Holly- 
wood. 

David Selznick had some annoy- 
ing experiences far out in the San 
Fernando Valley while making ex- 
teriors for “Gone With the Wind.” 
To project the idea of Atlanta in 
flames, his special effects man un- 
leashed a barrage of red powder 
blown from an airplane propellor. 
The dust blew over a bean crop on 
an adjoining farm. Next day the 
farmer presented a stiff bill to 
Selznick, claiming his entire crop 
was ruined. The dust was known 
to be harmless, so the company 
brushed off his claim. 

Bright and early the next morn- 
ing the farmer appeared with his 
tractor. He clackety-clacked up 
and down a ploughed field not 100 
yards from the shooting unit. But 
the company paid him not the 
slightest heed. They went on shoot- 
ing. What the farmer didn’t know 
was that the troupe was filming 
a speechless scene. The camera 
was loaded with silent film. The 
farmer came closer and closer and

roared his motor. The movie mak- 
ers didn’t even look his way. 

The farmer got madder and mad- 
der. Finally he dashed off to his 
house. He returned carrying a 
shotgun. Coming to the fence line 
he pointed the gun in the air and 
let go both barrels. He reloaded 
and did the same thing. Still no 
protest from those Hollywood fel- 
lers. 

The farmer is probably wonder- 
ing to this day how they made 
“Gone With the Wind” in the face 
of the terrific din heeset up. 

In filming one of the Alidrich 
family series, Producer-Director 
Ted Reed rented a house in South 
Pasadena to represent the Aldrich 
residence. As he was ready to 
start shooting he heard a radio 
going full blast next door. He was 
informed by the neighbor that it 
would cost $50 to get the instru- 
ment turned off. Refusing to be 
held up, Reed shot the scene any- 
way, and dubbed in the voices of 
the cast later in the studio. 

Director Norman Taurog recalls 
a similar headache when he was 
filming “Skippy.” For part of the 
film he chose a location in the 
Mexican shantyvtown section of San 
Bernardino. On the first day of 
work a radio boomed forth. An 
assistant asked members of the 
household not to play it, giving 
them $2 for the inconvenience. 
Next day every house around was 
belching a full volume concert— 
and the price had gone up to $10 
each for silence. 

That wasn’t all. Shortly after the 
radio matter was settled, a buzz- 
saw began ripping through fire- 
wood. The owner told Taurog he 
made his living that way and net- 


ted $50 a day. At this point, Taurog 
hit the ceiling and sent for a po- 
liceman, who merely asked the 
noisemaker whether he had a li- 
cense to sell wood. The man 
stopped sawing—and didn’t get a 
dime,

HEN there’s Director James 
T Hogan's recent setback for 

“Texas Rangers Ride Again.” 
Arriving at a ford of Arizona’s Salt 
River, 30 miles from Phoenix, he 
discovered the natives were wise. to 
the ways of movie blackmail. A 
rancher had chosen that day to 
avail himself of water rights up- 
stream. He was compensated lib- 
erally to wait until next day. The 
water-flow resumed and the scene 
was shot. 

An obdurate agriculturist near 
Chino, Cal., resented a neighbor’s 
getting movie pay for a location 
site on “Remember the Night” and 
let it be known he would open a 
smal] check dam on his property 
and flood the neighbor’s ground un- 
less the studio paid off. It did. 

Filming of an air transport’s 
takeoff for “Arise My Love” nearly 
came a cropper when a landowner 
adjoining the San Fernando Alr- 
field, which had been rented for 
the occasion, erected tall poles near 
the field. The man claimed the low- 
flying planes were cutting the milk 
yield from his cows. Tte damage 
was computed, and settled for, in 
order not to delay production, 

Oddest of all the neighborly feuds 
is the grim one constantly raging 
between Paramount and the Holly- 
wood cemetery whose burying 
ground is separated from the stu- 
dio’s backlot only by a high hedge.

IM TREES, 38-year-old convict, 
J escaped from the Madison (IIl.) 

State prison. Jim was up for 
a 10-year term for robbery. Quiet 
sort of a chap, handy with tools. 
Everyone took to him. Then one 
day Jim was gone. Had, in fact, 
been gone for months before any- 
one suspected it! 

Yes, I know what you're think- 
ing, but you’re wrong. It isn’t an- 
other one of those penitentiary 
scandals you’ve been reading about; 
lax wardens, bribed guards—all 
that sort of thing—an underworld 
Big Shot. No one ever made a 
cleaner break than Jim Trees and 
no one was prouder of it than the 
prison directors. 

For the bars which Jim broke, 
slowly and painfully, while every- 
one thought he was sleeping sound- 
ly in his bunk, were not of prison 
steel. And the walls he climbed 
were not of prison stone. They 
were part of Jim’s own nature. 
And when once they were broken, 
not all the wardens on earth could 
keep Jim a prisoner.

It came about simply enough. 
Jim wanted music. He knew, as 
no free man could, how desperate- 
ly forgotten men need music to 
lift them out of madness and mem- 
ories they dare not face. A pipe 
organ, particularly, might mean 
all the difference between hope 
and despair. And Jim was direc- 
tor of the prison band. But that 
doesn’t turn you into a Toscanini 
or give you his income. So how 
about that pipe organ? Even op- 
timistic Jim had to admit that the 
chances were mighty slim. 

First off, Jim was no organist. 
His previous falents had run in 
other directions—and _ definitely. 
One doesn’t do a second-story job 
to the accompaniment of Schu- 
bert’s “Serenade.” Hardly! More- 
over, even if Jim had known his 
pipes, where were the makings” 
State penitentiaries are rarely 
adorned with such ornamental 
gadgets as pipe organs. Such an 
instrument requires 450 pipes be- 
sides a motor, air compressor and 
keyboard, not to mention tubes, 
valves, wiring, magnetic coils, etc. 

Quite a dream for even a regu- 
lar citizen with a bankroll, which 
Jim wasn't. Jim was a convict 


with more miles of shame and dis- 
couragement coiled around his 
weary heart than a dozen organs 
would require. But also, somewhere 
down in the darkness of those coils, 
there was a song that “wanted 
out.” And a courage that vowed 
it could be done! So Jim set about 
the doing. 

No space here to describe that 
four-year job. First there was 
the learning how. Jim’s mother 
saw to that. Sent him books by 
the best authorities on organ con- 
struction. Helped him wrangle 
scraps of leather, odds and ends 
of wood and copper. The other 
prisoners became interested and 
helped. With endless patience 
they salvaged bits of this and that, 
made 100 of the pipes themselves. 
The 450 magnetic coils neded to 
control the valve action were made 
out of $30 worth of fine copper 
wire, the prison’s contribution. 
The result is valued at $7,000—and 
it actually cost only $100. 


So Jim brought music into his 
dumb, dark hell . . and, in time, 
Jim was freed. But he was really 
released long before his parole was 
granted. From the day he dreamed 
of that organ . . from the hour 
he wrenched away the bars of bit- 
terness, apathy and despair, and 
reached for a larger life, for him- 
self and others, al] that was essen- 
tial in Jim Trees went free. 

I’m thinking of all the other pris- 
oners I know myself among 
them! Poor, shackled things, bent 
over kitchen sinks, factory 
benches, store counters, office files 
: as truly imprisoned as any 
numbered convict. Yet the thing 
that holds them is not a steel bar 
but something in themselves . 
sorrow or greed . . hate or envy 

laziness and indifference ... 
self-pity and self-righteousness. . 
fear and fury. Self-made bars, 
crueler than any pfison rod. 

Break those and you'll be free. 
But never until you do!

N most situations a player can 

well afford to take his time and 

think out the best solution. His 
“huddle” gives no worthwhile in- 
formation to the enemy. Some 
plays, however, depend entirely on 
rapidity for their success. This 
applies specifically to plays of a 
psychological nature: To ruses, 
traps, and other coups which would 
automatically fai] if there were any 
evidence of planning back of them. 
The neat little gambit used in the 
following deal well illustrates this 


point. 
South, dealer.

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The bidding:

North’s slam-urging five spade 
bid may appear a little on the op- 
timistic side, but the fact is that 
North was somewhat on the spot. 
A four spade bid would almost 
surely be passed by South, since 
North would have given no sign 
whatever of assisting ability. And 
since North actually did have po- 
tential strength in his club suit, his 
singleton diamond and his three 
trumps, it would have been cow- 
ardly to suppress that information. 


Unfortunately, however, the hands 
fit badly, a fact which became ap- 
parent to.the declarer when West 
opened the diamond king and the 
dummy was spread. A lighting 
glance disclosed that two heart 
tricks would have to be lost unless 
the defenders could be enlisted on 
the declarer’s own team. Much 
more quickly than the description 
requires, South saw that he might 
steal a club trick for a heart dis- 
card if, on a low club lead from 
dummy, East were unwise enough 
to put up the ace (in fear of a 
singleton queen in declarer’s hand). 
But this fortuitous happening would 
require three separate conditions: 
(1) East, not West, would have to 
hold the club ace; (2) East would 
have to hold the ace without the 
queen; (3) East would have to 
make a bad play, or at least a bad 
guess. In less time than it took 
North to finish laying out his cards 
declarer decided that he did not 
care for his chances to establish 
a club trick. That decision made, 
another one became automatic. 
Without the flicker of an eyelash, 
and with no perceptible hesitation, 
declarer played the diamond deuce 
on West's king. 

West was neither a beginner nor 
an expert. What is more, he gave 
reasonable thought to the low card, 
the four spot, that East had played 
on the first trick. But he finally 
concluded that a continuation of 
diamonds was as safe as any shift. 
Declarer, he thought, might well 
have the ace of clubs singleton, 
and in that case the only way of 
preventing the establishment of 
dummy’s club suit might be to 
shorten dummy’s trumps, via a 
forced ruff, and thereby rob it of 
an entry. I am not entirely justi- 
fying West’s reasoning, but the fact 
is that he continued with a low 
diamond. To his horror, declarer 
did not ruff in dummy. He dis- 
carded a heart from that hand, won 
with his own jack of diamonds, 
then after cashing the spade ace, 
laid down his heart and diamond 
aces. After that it was a simple 
matter to ruff two hearts in dum- 
my.
